REMARKS 

In the Official Action, election was required between the patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention. In particular, election was required between Species 1 , as shown in Figures 1 - 
2, wherein the sensor arrangement is operable to sense at least one feature present in the tool in the 
form of a projection on the tool; Species 2, in which the sensor arrangement is operable to sense at 
least one feature present on the tool in the form of a recess on the tool; Species 3, wherein the axially 
movable rods are arranged in "linear co-alignment"; and Species 4, wherein the sensor arrangement 
is operable to sense at least one feature present on the tool in the form of a magnetic element.
